Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Bepre* 
sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in 
General Assembly, and .by the authority of the same. That this p'^^S'jJ^J?? ^ 
organization shall be known as the Fourth Brigade of South Caro« Brigade. 
lina Volunteer Troops, and shall consist of the First Regiment of 
Artillery, the First Begiment of Rifles, the Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Regiments and the Carolina Rifle Battalion of In&ntry, and 
one squadron of not more than two companies of cavalry. That 
there shall be no other military organizations within the limits of 
the city of Charleston than those now existing, as above set forth, 
excepting the National Guard, as provided by the Acts of the Gen- National
